CRIME PREVENTION is now recognized as a major 
objective of a law enforcement organization. The curb- 
ing of juvenile delinquency is of prime importance in 
any crime prevention program. Teaching youth through 
Boys’ Clubs the proper creed of living and the sports- 
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manship of life is receiving increasing attention in police 
agencies, 


Taking the youth of the community and providing 
them with properly supervised playgrounds, reading 
rooms, game rooms and other recreational activities as 
an outlet for their exuberance are duties imposed upon 
all citizens. It is youth’s right to expect something that 
will occupy their minds, It would be well for the citizens 
to provide that need whether it be work or sources of 
healthful entertainment. 


The law enforcement officer has an opportunity to ob- 
serve youth at work, at play and in the commission of 
crime. The guidance of youth from crime to wholesome 
surroundings is one of the greatest opportunities that 
police officers have to render a real service to their com- 
munity. 


We of law enforcement, in looking toward the future, 
intend to devote more time and action in curbing youth 
from the pitfalls of a life of crime. 


We have made arrangements with the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation to have them conduct a police school 
in this town. They will arrange the schedule. It will 
be held one night a week for a period of eight weeks, 
' beginning sometime during the latter part of January 
1940. The bureau suggested that the class be limited to 
about 50 officers and to invite regular police officers from — 
' the surrounding towns to make up this quota. 


I estimate the necessary expenditures to operate this 
department for the year 1940 will be $13,400.

On July 14 a dog was found in this town but was suf- 


fering from rabies. This dog was owned by a man in 
Wrentham. Two people in Franklin were bitten by this 
dog. From July 14th to December 31 ten other dogs 
became rabid. it was necessary to treat eight people | 
with anti rabic serum. On July 20 the Board of Select- 
men issued a thirty-day order restraining all dogs, and 
on August 18 a further order was made restraining all 
dogs for 90 days. The Health Department held three 
clinics for the innoculations of dogs for the prevention 
of rabies. Co-operating with the Health Department we 
visited every section of the town and checked all dogs 
that were known to us for symptoms of this disease. It 
is important to have all dogs licensed as the costs of 
anti rabic treatment is paid for by the County if the 
dog is licensed, if not licensed the town must pay the 
expense.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


During the year ending December 3lst, 1939, there 
has been reported to the Board of Health 321 cases of 
reportable diseases as follows

There were 38 cases of dog bite reported. 


During the year 1939 the greatest number of cases 
ever reported to this board of dogs having rabies was 
recorded. Fifteen dogs heads were sent to “the Wasser- 
man Laboratory for analy sis, with reports returned that 
eleven dogs were afflicted with rabies. This epidemic 
started the latter part of July from a dog owned by a 
summer resident of Lake Archer; said dog having the 
running type of rabies, was picked up in Franklin two 
days after it left its owner’s home at the Lake. It was. 
decided by the Board to hold clinics for the inoculation 
of dogs against rabies and these clinics we held in Au- 
eust and were conducted by Dr. Beiersdorf of Milford, 
and said clinics were not as successful as they might 
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have been as only about 45% of the licensed dogs were 
treated. As the various cases of rabies developed after 
the clinics, all dogs heads submitted for examination and 
found to be positive, were found to be dogs that had 
not been inoculated. As the result of the case of rabies, 
eight individuals who had handled these dogs received 
anti-rabic treatment at the expense of your board at a 
cost of $35.00 for each patient. This treatment has to 
be furnished free of charge by the Board of Health as 
provided by Chapter 320 of the Acts of 1934. The town 
will eventually be reimbursed from the County Dog 
Fund provided that the dog or dogs who were responsible 
for inoculations were licensed. * Fortunately all of the 
dogs pertaining to these eight cases were licensed. One 
of our neighboring towns had a very expensive experi- 
ence this past fall when it was necessary to give anti- 
rabic treatment to a good many persons, at a total cost 
of $1600.00 to the town, as practically all the dogs caus- 
ing the bites were either stray or unlicensed dogs. 


Our annual clinic for immunization against diptheria 
was held in November by the Physicians of the Board 
and they were assisted by the School Nurse and the 
District Nurses. Fifty-five school and thirty-one pre- 
school children received the three inoculations for proper 
immunization and five pre-school failed on the required 
number of treatments. The success of these clinics and 
also the taking of your child to your family physician 
is proven over a period of years, in that no pre-school 
or school child has had diptheria. The control of this 
disease is through inoculations. 


It was necessary for your board to ask for additional 
money at a special town meeting held in November and 
this was caused by bills to the extent of $280.00 being 
presented for anti-rabic treatments and additional pa- 
tients at Norfolk County Hospital and Lakeville Hos- 
pital. 


It is the intention of the Board to have follow-up 
visits made this year on all persons who have been con- 
tacts of “T.B.” patients and it is hoped that through this 
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work suspects will be discovered before the disease has 
progressed too tar. 


Although we had an unexpended balance of $237.88 
this year and not anticipating that it will cost the board 
$280.00 for anti-rabic treatment, we will need an appro- 
priation of $4500.00 to carry us through the year 1940 as 
the chances seem quite remote for the discharge of any 
of our patients for the year.

THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE BOARD OF 
WATER AND SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


For some time we have received numerous complaints 
from the consumers in regard to the corrosive action 
in the water pipes, causing the water to be rusty at 
times, especially in the summer months. We have en- 
gaged the firm of Metcalf and Eddy, Hydraulic and Sani- 
tary Engineers, to make a survey of the general con- 
dition of the present water supply and to make sugges- 
tions and recommendations as to the most feasible and 
practical way to overcome the difficulty with the least 
amount of expense to the town. For the information 
of the consumers, we might say, that although part of 
the trouble takes place in the street mains, there is a 
large percentage of the rusty and discolored water caused 
from corrosion in the consumers own house piping. 


Although the water at times is objectionable when 
it is drawn from the faucet, the State Department of 
Public Health claims from the analysis that it is per- 
fectly satisfactory for human consumption and passes 
their test to be used for this purpose. With financial 
conditions as they are at present in town, do the voters 
feel that they will be justified in expending a large 
amount of money to improve the present condition and 
will the advantages over balance the disadvantages? 
This will finally be a question for the voters to decide.

We have also received a report from the firm of Wes- 
ton and Sampson as to the best method to improve the 


situation. The plans from both firms will be considered. 


by us and the one seemed to best fit the condition will 
no doubt be adopted. 


Distributing System 


Several requests were made to extend the water mains 
during the year. Due to the extra dry summer, some 
of the wells outside the town water limits failed to pro- 
duce their normal supply. One small extension was 
made on Cook Street with 144” cement lined pipe to 
supply two houses on that street. This was the only 
street where any extension was made. 


Water Services 


Six new house connections were installed during the 
year, making a total of 1424 at the end of the year. 
Several old house connections were replaced with new 
114” cement lined pipe. 


Meters 


During the months of April and October, approxi- 
mately one hundred meters were removed, repaired and 
replaced, this being the average number of meters 
found not registering properly each year. 


Hydrants 


No extra hydrants were added to the system, still 
making the total number of public hydrants now in use, 


204. 


Early in the spring all the hydrants were tested and 
painted as in previous years. In October and November 
they were all tested, several of them were repaired and 
as far as known every hydrant was left in good condi- 
tion for the winter. 


Pumping Station 


The wooden cupola on the station that was damaged 
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by the hurricane in September of last year, was taken 
down and a new one put up in its place. No other re- 
pairs or changes were made during the year other than 
minor repairs to the #3 pump. 


Domestic Supply 


168,246,000 gallons of water were pumped for the do- 
mestic supply during the year. There were 1,142,000 
gallons more pumped in the year 1939 than in the year 


1938. 


The Beaver Pond supply to the Hayward Mills was 
discontinued, September first. During the eight months 
that this system was in use, there were 39,001,000 gal- 
lons pumped. 


Wells 


On account of sand and gravel making its way into 
the tubular wells, several of them were cleaned. No 
other trouble was experienced during the year with the 
well system. 


Standpipes 


Due to the dry summer the water lowered at the well 
site, which in turn increased the suction lift that may 
lead to trouble at the pumping station, therefore it was 
deemed best not to paint the standpipes this year. In 
order to do this work it would be necessary to supply 
the town with one tank for several days. The work 
should be done some time during the coming year.

REPORT OF THE WORKS PROGRESS

I hereby submit a report: of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration for the year 1939. 


At the end of the year we had 150 men employ ed on 
manual projects, 3 men on “White Collar” projects in 
other towns, 8 women on the sewing project and 3 per- 
sons on Commodity Distribution Project, and 32 youths

During the greater part of the year we had over 50 
men employed on a Fire Hazard Reduction project in 
nearby towns. The only expense to Franklin was for 
transportation, which was furnished by the Highway De- 
partment.

On December 26th we started a large road construction 
and drainage project which will eliminate much of the 
poor drainage conditions in town. The Federal Govern- 
ment will supply $4,176 for material in addition to $45,000 
for labor.

The Board of Selectmen for 1939 organized with 
John B. Cataldo as Chairman and Sponsor Agent for 
W. P. A. projects, Albert F. Granger was given charge 
of the Police Department, Edward S. Cook in charge 
of the Highway Department. Laura F. Belleville was. 
appointed Clerk of the Board. 


During this year the Town suffered the loss of one: 
of their prominent Town Officials in the death of 
Mr. Jacob F. Geb. Mr.°Geb’s photograph and record 1s 
printed in this issue of the Town Report. 


The Town of Franklin is indeed favored by the Police 
Training School starting January 23rd, 1940, under the 
instruction of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
United States Department of Justice. This not only 
gives our own Police Department an opportunity to take 
advantage of the instruction and training, but offers the 
Police of our neighboring Towns the same privilege. 


During this year W. P. A. forces who had been on the 
payroll for eighteen months were forced to take a thirty-. 
day lay-off, which affected the Welfare Load. The Gov- 
ernment is now assigning forces back to W. P. A. and 
we are back to our normal allotted quota. 


During the year Lincoln Street Hill, near the Medway — 
Line, was completely re-constructed and proper drainage 
installed. This work done under Chapter 90 Construc-- 
tion work. ; 

One of our Town Buildings, the American Legion Hall, 
was damaged by fire. Check for the fire damage was. 
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received from the Insurance Company and same turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 


During the year the Highway Department have in- 
stalled a stone top on Chestnut Street for distance of 
3,000 feet and on Washington Street for distance of 
1,500 feet. A top of stone and gravel mixed in place was 
installed on Union Street a distance of 2,250 feet and on 
King Street for a distance of 2,400 feet. School Street 
extension was topped with bank gravel mixed in place. 
These top surfaces not only make a safe driving condi- 
tion, but will reduce the annual cost of maintenance.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PLAYGROUND COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectinen: 


We feel that the work accomplished during’ the past 
year has been of a progressive nature and that the citi- 
zens are now seeing the results of past years’ efforts. 
Three sources of revenue and man hours have been 
available: the income from the Fletcher lund, the Na- 
tional Youth Movement and the PWA project. We are 
again asking for the income from the Fletcher Fund 
and the PWA project will be resumed in the Spring. 


During the past year the drainage of the field was com- 
pleted by the laying of additional pipe, 100 ft. of 30” 
pipe and 1500 ft. of 12” pipe and also three man-holes, 


Additional wire fence was installed around the tennis 
court so that it is now entirely fenced with a gate that 
is locked when the court is not in use. The tennis court 
was used extensively during the summer and it is planned 
by the committee to build another court within two years, 


Work on a wading pool was started in the Fall and 
will be completed in early Spring. 


The School Committee have given the portable school- 
house that was on the High School grounds and this has 
been moved and set on a cement base, situated between 
the tennis courts and the baseball diamond, This will 
be used as a locker room and showers will be installed, 
We feel that the need of such a building has been obvious 
and that it will be used by both baseball, football and ten- 
nis players. 


A wall on the south side of the tennis court has been 
built and the bank improved and it is planned to continue 
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this work on the western side of the location of the pro- 
posed second court. 


The ground in the rear of the tennis court has been 
leveled and will be used temporarily as a play ground 
for younger children and this year proper equipment 
will be installed. It is planned to construct about twenty- 
five additional bleachers during 1940. 


The area of 60 by 200 ft. adjoining Peck street was 
made into a skating rink, but because of the drainage it 
was rather difficult to keep it flooded. It has shown 
however, the need of a skating rink and it is planned 
that this year the width will be increased to 80 ft. and 
that a permanent cement wall be laid and that the foun- 
dation of the rink be laid with cement. In the summer 
time this area can be used for parking and in the winter 
easily flooded for skating. 


During the past year the field was continuously used 
for baseball, soft ball and football. A boys’ recreational 
league was formed, and also a girls’ softball league. 


The grounds are now ready for the uses that a play- 
ground is intended but there must be supervision and 
Maintenance and therefore your committee is asking for 
an appropriation for the first time of $700.00. With a 
playground for the smaller children containing swings, 
slides, etc.; playing on tennis courts to be properly al- 
lotted; bathing pool to be overseered; locker rooms and 
showers to be kept clean; grass to be mowed and ground 
kept in condition, it is obvious that supervision is neces- 
sary. Money for this cannot be used from the Fletcher 
Fund or PWA project and while the Committee fully 
appreciates the financial difficulties in Franklin, they feel 
that they would be shirking their duty and obligation if 
they did not ask for the necessary minimum amount 
needed to carry on.

open. 


When the ballots were delivered to the voters by the 
ballot clerks the check list was used, the name of each 
voter receiving a ballot was announced and checked 
thereon by the ballot clerks; the voter so receiving his 
or her ballot marked the same at the marking shelf or 
compartment, and then before depositing his ballot in 
the ballot box gave his or her name to a checker using 
a check list who after checking the name from the check 
list announced the name of such voter and thereafter the 
voter deposited his or her ballot in the box, as directed 
by the Moderator.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


Your School Committee hereby respectfully submits 
its annual report as well as the reports of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the Principals of the High and Juntor 
High Schools, and the Supervisors of our special depart-. 
‘ments. 


The School Committee recognizing the present finan- 
cial status of the town and its prospects for the next few 
years has given great attention to the attainment of 
every possible economy. Building and equipment main- 
tenance has been carried on in a manner best suited to 
keep present expenditures at a minimum without passing 
on to future budgets the burden of neglected repairs and 
replacements. Faced with the problem of operating with 
a budget greatly reduced from the previous year your 
Committee realized that the strictest attention would 
have to be paid to every detail and that classes would 
have to be consolidated wherever possible. 


The resignation of Mrs. Dollie S. Carroll, who for the 
last thirty-five years has faithfully served as a teacher 
in the public schools, was a distinct loss to the students 
and teachers. The Committee also wishes to express the 
loss felt through the resignation of Miss Marion E. Car- 
penter and Miss Marion Littlefield. 


Teachers were not elected to fill these vacancies thus 
affording the Committee the opportunity of reallocating 
the pupils in these classes and thus eliminating one 
fourth grade and one first grade class. Also, in the High 
School the classes were combined in order to operate 
with one less teacher. These changes have all been made 
with the complete assurance that the personnel of the 
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school system has been maintained at a number suffi- 
ciently large to insure proper teaching methods. 


We wish to commend the Superintendent of Schools, 
the teachers, and all others engaged in the public schools 
for the fine spirit of cooperation shown in their untiring 
efforts throughout the year. The following report of the 
Superintendent of Schools will show more in detail the 
fine work which has been done.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Franklin: 


It is a pleasure for me to present this annual report 
of your schools. This is my twenty-second report and 
the forty-ninth in the series of annual reports from this 
office. Included are the reports of the principals of the 
senior and junior high schools, the school physician and 
nurse, extracts from the reports of the physical directors, 
and the usual statistical data. 


It is of interest to note that until last year our plans 
had been based on the assumption that more and more 
children would be enrolled in our schools. Now the out- 
look has changed, not only in our elementary, but also 
in our high schools. The fact that we are in a period 
of decreasing school population has become established 
without any question.

Our country’s development through the years has been 
accompanied by a rapid increase in population. Today, 
not only is the adult population becoming stationary or 
decreasing, but what is of far more importance, particu- 
larly to the schools, is the rapid decrease in the propor- 
tion of children to adults. 


Immigration and a high birth rate, that were impor- 
tant factors in the rapid increase of our population, no 
longer exert their former influence. The present ten- 
dency is toward a smaller proportion of young people, 
and a larger proportion of elderly people in our popula- 
tion. 


This national decrease in the population of our youth 
has been equally true in the elementary schools of Frank- 
lin, where business conditions may have tended to ac- 
centuate it. During the past ten years, omitting tuition 
pupils, our elementary school enrollment has decreased 
from 1,276 to 1,110 pupils, a decrease of 166 pupils or 
thirteen percent. In the same ten years the high school 
enrollment, omitting all tuition pupils, increased from 
348 pupils to 495, an increase of 147 pupils or 42 percent. 


It is probable that our elementary school enrollment 
will continue to decrease, and our high school enrollment 
to increase next year. 


Reductions in Teaching Staff 


The positions of three teachers who left our employ 
during the year were not filled because of a reduced 
budget, and a decrease in school enrollment of 88 pupils. 


Miss Marion Littlefield, who had been a teacher of 
Latin and English in the High School since 1931, was - 
married during the year and “her classes were assigned 
to other teachers when school opened in September. 
Miss Alice L. Beane, who has been Girls’ Physical Di- 
rector since 1933, has devoted all her time to High School 
classes since September. The girls’ physical classes at 
the Junior High School, which she formerly conducted on 
two forenoons each week, have been taken over by Miss 
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Cecelia J. Holt. In order to have Miss Holt available for 
this work her classes in arithmetic and general science 
were distributed among Miss McCabe, Miss Howard, and 
Miss Doherty. Miss Carolyn Parren, a oraduate of 
Posse School of Physical Education, was appointed super- 
visor of the physical work in the grades on two after- 
noons a week that Miss Beane formerly conducted. 


Mrs. Dollie S. Carroll, who had been a faithful and 
esteemed teacher of the fifth grade in Franklin since 
1903, and who was for many years Principal at the 
Thayer and later at the Horace Mann School, reached 
the age of retirement during the year and resigned the 
position she had filled so ably for many years. 
Mrs. Edith MacDonald was transferred from the fourth 
grade at the Nason School to the fifth grade at the 
Horace Mann School,-and Miss May Lennon, who had 
been a teacher at the Horace Mann School, was made 
Principal of Grade Five in that building. 


In November, Mrs. Marion Hancock, who had been 
a teacher in Franklin since 1929, relinquished her posi- 
tion in grade four at the Four Corners School, because 
of her marriage. Miss Marie Leary was transferred to 
the fourth grade at Four Corners from the first grade 
at the Ray School. The first grade pupils at the Nason 
School were transferred to Bitte buildings, and Miss. 
Helen D. Shea, who has been first grade teacher at the 
Nason School since 1928, was transferred to the first 
grade at the Ray. School. 


The ready cooperation of parents, pupils, and teachers 
in making the above changes and economies possible was 
much appreciated and it is hoped that the education of 
the children will not suffer because of these changes. 


Professional Improvement 


Forty- five of our 53 teachers have taken courses to 
improve their teaching and understanding of children 
during the past three years. 


The course on the Problem Child, under the direction 
of the University Extensioin Division of the State De- 
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partment of Education, which began in October 1938, 
continued through February of this year, at the High 
School Building. Twenty-seven Franklin teachers and 
thirteen from nearby towns were enrolled in this course. 


Last summer, two of our teachers took professional 
courses at State Teachers’ Colleges, one at Columbia 
University, one at Boston College, and one at Boston 
University. During the year ten teachers completed 
various other courses at different institutions. 


The past fall thirteen teachers have been taking 
a course in Woonsocket entitled “Problems in Modern 
Education,” that has been given by Dr. Hanley, Super- 
intendent of Schools in Providence, R. I. 


Since November, a course has been given in Franklin 
on Reading, English and the Social Sciences by Miss 
Florence Piper Tuttle, a noted author and lecturer, who 
formerly was an elementary supervisor in Lynn, Mass. 
Fifty persons are enrolled in this course, of whom 27 are 
Franklin teachers and 23 from neighboring towns. 


It speaks well for the spirit of our teaching staff to 
have 85 per cent taking professional courses within the 
past three years. 


National Education Week 


Parents and citizens in large numbers visited the 
schools during American Education Week in November. 
The parents, not only had an opportunity to witness the 
regular classroom work of the children which was espe- 
cially stressed, but also had a chance to see the special 
programs which the children delight to present. 


Physical and Recreational Activities 


All the children in the elementary schools have physical 
education daily under their home room teachers. The 
past fall this work has been under the supervision of 
Miss Carolyn Parren, who has devoted two afternoons 
a week to the grades. By this arrangement she is able 
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to visit each room once a month and give a demonstra- 
tion lesson and lay out the activities to be carried on by 
the home room teacher until her next visit. 


Every boy and girl in the Junior and Senior high 
schools have regular class work in physical education 
twice a week. The boys’ classes are under the direction. 
of Mr. Howard Laundry, and the girls’ under the direc- 
tion of Miss Cecelia Holt in the Junior High School and. 
Miss Alice Beane in the Senior High School. The fol- 
lowing taken from the reports of the directors gives. 
more definite information in regard to the work being 
done. 


With the cooperation of the classroom teachers, 
posture work, rhythmics, formal gymnastics and games. 
have been given to all grades except the first and second. 
In the first two grades, story plays and imitative activity 
take the place of the more formal work. The aim is to. 
promote health through carefully selected activity which 
will have a carry-over value to all phases of work and. 
play. 


The aims of the physical program for girls in the 
Junior High School are to develop body muscles, to teach 
definite skills, to increase the intellectual development. 
of the child and to aid successful group living by de-- 
veloping a sense of sportsmanship and fair play. 


The physical program for girls in the High School 
includes four major parts: 


1. Formal and informal gymnastics. 2. Dancing. 
3. Apparatus. 4. Games. 


In the fall and spring the program is carried on out 
of doors, weather permitting. The organized games are 
field ball, hit pin ball, schalg ball, and soft ball. The un- 
organized type of games include relay and circle games. 
The individual games include archery, horseshoe pitch- 
ing, roller skating, and box hockey. a he winter months 
are spent in the gymnasium. Each girl is given a pos- 
ture test and the remedial exercises necessary to improve 
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her own carriage. The informal gymnastics such as m1- 
metics and rhythmns afford a chance for self expression. 
The dancing gives each girl a chance to improve her co- 
ordination and the value of keeping time to music. 
Apparatus is used to aid coordination and strengthen 
muscles. In stunt and pyramid work the girls have an 
opportunity to work informally and still complete feats 
that depend on working together. The organized games 
during the winter are basketball, volley ball, hit pin ball, 
and squash ball. As in previous years, intra mural 
teams and games have been organized in basketball. In 
this type of a program the masses are afforded an op- 
portunity to take part regardless of their natural ability. 
We have had several play days with other schools in the 
past which proved most enjoyable. The Director is con- 
vinced that more intra murals and play days are what is 
needed to best fit the majority of girls to enjoy life and 
the people she will meet later on, through her early 
chance of mixing with others and forming a part of 
a team regardless of its athletic ability. 


Physical education activities of boys give expression 
to the deepest instinctive tendencies of childhood which 
are shown in the natural movements of running, jump- 
ing, climbing, striking, and throwing. They are the chief 
means of developing motor coordination and control, and 
of training the emotions and social adjustments of the 
child. These activities have a special hygienic value 
during the period of growth and development, because 
of their stimulative influence upon vital organs and 
systems governing circulation, respiration, nutrition, and 
elimination. The best way to involve these activities is 
through games. This year leagues in tag-football, 
basketball, softball and baseball have been conducted. 
These leagues are very popular with the boys and pro- 
mote big muscle activity. 


Our Youth Problem 


The reports of the American Youth Commission, 
a non-governmental body concerned with the welfare 
of young people, are furnishing the American people 
with an accurate picture and adequate conception of our 
youth problem. The Commission found that nearly four 
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million youth in the country between the ages of sixteen 
and twenty-four are unable to find employment, and 
views this condition as extremely dangerous to our 
national weliare. The Commission believe that adequate 
educational opportunities should be provided youth until 
they become employed. “Education is the first line of 
defense against the internal weakness that often proves 
more destructive to a country than an outside enemy.” 
“While armaments may be effective in combating force, 
only an educated citizenship can combat propaganda.” 
“The war for democracy must be fought and won in the 
classrooms of America.” | 


The past year has caused many Franklin people to 
realize the need of providing more opportunities for the 
recreatoinal activities of our youth, especially the youth 
who are no longer in school and who are unable to find 
employment. Many suggestions have been made, and 
many ptblic-spirited citizens are willing and eager to 
give of their time and effort to provide these opportunt- 
ties for our young people. 


The schools in their classrooms, halls, gymnasium, 
and playgrounds have most of the physical facilities 
needed for carrying on the work. A small appropriation 
of a few hundred dollars for fuel, light, and custodial care 
would greatly assist in making more opportunities avail- 
able for the youth of the community. 


School Budget 


Although education is fundamental to our democratic 
way of life, the financing of the public schools is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult. This is mainly caused by the 
increasing demands on public revenue for welfare, un- 
employment relief and old age pensions. In Franklin, 
this has become aggravated by the withdrawal of vari- 
ous industries from town during the past iew years and 
the failure to obtain new industries to furnish employ- 
ment. 


In preparing the budget of the school department 
there are many items that are practically fixed and 
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cannot be appreciably lowered. There are other items, 
such as repairs, outlay, books and supplies, that may be 
cut temporarily without serious injury to the school 
system. Such items have been reduced to the minimum 
in our budget for 1940, The salary rates for our teachers 
and janitors are very modest when compared with those 
of other towns of equal size. The number of pupils per 
teacher is high and it is with extreme difficulty that we 
have been able to keep the number per teacher in the 
high school below the maximum per teacher for a Class A 
High School, according to the requirements of the State 
Department of Education. 


The cost per pupil, in both our elementary and high 
schools, is only two-thirds the average for the State, 
and is less in only a very few places in the common- 
wealth. 


Only a smaller enrollment in our elementary grades, 
that made possible a reduction of three teachers, en- 
abled us to keep within the curtailed budget of the year 
just passed. The budget presented for 1940 1s lower by 
$18,000.00 than our expenditures for 1931, and less than 
that of last year. 


Conclusion 


I wish gratefully to acknowledge the help which many 
organizations and individuals have contributed to the 
schools the past year. The Alden Club, the Commercial 
Club and the Frances Eddy King Scholarship Fund have 
given scholarships that have helped members of the 
graduating class to continue their education. The Rotary 
Club and the Teachers’ Club have continued to furnsh 
money for milk and dental work, and many others have 
contributed so that the children’s medical and material 
needs could be supplied. 


You, the members of the School Committee, an unpaid 
board, have given freely of your time and thought to the 
consideration of school problems, and your assistance 
and advice in administering the schools for the benefit 
of the children of the town is deeply appreciated.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL TO THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my third annual report as 
Principal of the Franklin High School. 


The total enrollment of the school.as of October Ist 
was 4/74 pupils, 25 less than on the corresponding date 
in 1938. The following table illustrates the distribution 
of pupils: *

In September, complying with your request and that 
of the School Committee for rigid economy, we were 
able to reorganize our school with a saving of one 
teacher. Miss Littlefield, after many years a teacher of 
Latin in the High School, resigned her position to be 
married. Through a reorganization of classes and a re- 
distribution of pupils, and the elimination of Latin III, 
a class in which we had an enrollment of but three pupils, 
we did find it possible to eliminate this position entirely. 


An interesting study which will serve to emphasize 
the efficiency of our high school is a comparison of the 
present organization with the organization of our school 
in 1929. On October Ist, ten years ago, we had in the 
high school an enrollment of 391 pupils. At that time 
there were 17 teachers conducting 81 classes, including 
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physical training. On October Ist, 1939, we had an 
enrollment of 474 pupils, an increase of &3 pupils over 
the corresponding date in 1929, but during this school 
year we have but 16.4 teachers. With a smaller teaching 
staff and 83 more pupils we are conducting 91 classes in 
the high school curriculum, an increase of ten over the 
year 1929. 


These figures might lead to the belief that we are 
overcrowded at the present time, but such is not the 
case. We have but five of the 80 recitation classes with 
an enrollment greater than 35. There are 21 classes 
with between 31 and 35 pupils, 17 classes between 26 
and 30, 19 between 21 and 25, 11 between 16 and 20, and 
seven classes with 15 or less pupils. 


This situation as we find it today, though extremely 
practical and advantageous to the tax-paying public, 
does not permit any educational experiment. We are 
retarded somewhat in developing courses which we have 
considered introducing, namely a course in Current 
Events and a course in Motor Vehicle Driving, so popu- 
Jar in high schools throughout the State today. Though 
we have, since 1929, introduced into our curriculum 
courses in Democracy, Othce Practice, Salesmanship, 
Italian, World History, General Mathematics, Business 
Arithmetic, and Penmanship, we feel that there is yet 
room for further improvement. 


I sincerely recommend to you and to the School Com- 
mittee that the high school faculty be increased by one 
teacher for the next school year. With one extra teacher 
we should be able to carry on to a greater extent and 
more efficiently our work in vocational and educational 
guidance, for it is in this field that we recognize our 
greatest educational opportunity. I might ask again 
this year the same question that I asked last year, — 
Have we sacrificed the interests of our children for the 
sake of economy? 


The school has maintained its classification as a Class A 
high school with the State Department of Education and 
continues to enjoy its certification privileges with the 
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New England College Entrance Certificate Board and 
other colleges not affiliated with this Board. Our gradu- 
ates now in college, normal schools, and business schools 
are all doing satisfactory work, reflecting credit upon 
their school and their teachers. 


Finally I wish to take this opportunity to thank you,. 
the School Committee, the teachers, and the pupils for 
the fine spirit of cooperation and support which has. 
made possible any success which we may have enjoyed.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Wear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Principal of 
the Junior High School. 


The enrollment in the seventh grade has decreased 
this year. This smaller enrollment in our classes has 
given the teachers an opportunity to give more indi-- 
vidual help, which has been very difficult in previous 
years, due to the very large numbers in our classes. 


This year, in an economizing move by the School 
Committee, Miss Beane, girls’ physical director, was 
taken from her part-time work in the Junior High School 
and given full time in the Sentor High. This left us with 
the problem of trying to continue with the physical work 
for the girls with one less teacher. We solved this prob- 
lem by having Miss Holt, our domestic science teacher, 
take over this work, together with her domestic science 
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duties. The other subjects previously taught by Miss 
Holt were eighth grade science and seven four arith- 
metic. These subjects were taken over by other teach- 
ers. Two classes of science were transferred to Miss 
Doherty and two to Miss Howard, together with their 
regular work. I am conducting the seven four arith- 
metic classes, along with my vocational guidance classes 
and other work. 


This year, we are continuing with our First Aid classes 
in the seventh grade. Last year 78 pupils received their 
First Aid certificates. Mrs. Saunders, our school nurse, 
is giving special health talks to the girls. 


We are dividing our assemblies this year into two 
groups, having platform work the first half of the year 
and visual education the latter half. This year we shall 
have the following moving pictures: 


News in the Air (this picture shows the 
mechanics of getting news)

Our Mexican Neighbors

These films are all very excellent and are entertaining, 
as well as educational. 


Our clubs this year are: Story Hour, Picture Study, 
Art, Novelty, Harmonica, Debating, Craft club for boys, 
Handicraft for girls, Needlecraft, Orchestra. 


During our Home Room periods some of the following 
topics are discussed: Good Sportsmanship, Manners at 
Home, Manners in School, Manners on the Street, The 
Worthy Use of Leisure Time, Fire Prevention, How to 
Study. 


During the summer, a wooden floor was installed in 
our Domestic Science room, covering the cement floor. 
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This is a great improvement and one that is greatly 
appreciated. The wooden floor is, of course, much better 
for the health of the girls.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Having completed the inspection of schools, I here- 
with submit my report for the year ending December 31, 
1939:

Five pre-school clinics were held and about one-half 
of those entering school in September presented them- 
selves for examination. All clothing was removed to the 
waist and a careful examination was made of the eyes, 
ears, nose, throat, heart, and spine. Shoes and stockings 
were removed and suggestions made as to the care of 


feet and selection of properly fitting shoes. Proper care 
of the feet is a great aid in promoting comfort and health 
in later years. All children were weighed and measured 
and the figures put on record. Those entering in Sep- 
tember were given the same careful examination as 
those attending the pre-school clinics. The advantage 
of the pre-school clinic is that the defects can be cor- 
rected before entering school and thus save loss of time 
after the opening of school. It was gratifying to note 
that all but five of those entering school in September 
were attended by some member of the family. 


At the last annual town meeting $100.00 was appro- 
priated to provide spectacles for needy pupils. This 
proved to be a great help to some of those handicapped 
by poor vision and thus at a great disadvantage in com- 
peting with their more fortunate schoolmates. I sin- 
cerely hope that this feature will be continued. 


It is gratifying to note that only one case of pedicu- 
losis was found requiring notice. In the first year of 
medical inspection (1907) with half the number of pupils 
now in school, there were 70 cases. In this matter the 
follow-up work of the, nurse is most valuable. 


It should be noted that there has not been a case of 
diphtheria among school children in ten years or since 
immunization was begun by the Board of Health. I hope 
the time will come soon when immunization will be com- 
pulsory as vaccination now is. When this time comes, 
diphtheria will be eliminated, as smallpox is now almost 
unknown where vaccination is compulsory. Only three 
pupils of the 1,480 now in school have not been vacci- 
nated, having been exempted by their family doctor. 
I doubt if there is any other community with a better 
record. 


I have said in previous reports that I am firmly con- 
vinced that there should be a thorough physical exami- 
nation of all pupils engaging in athletics. It was my 
privilege this year to examine the girls’ class. I found 
four with high blood pressure, one as high as 158, much 
above normal. While this may not be immediately 
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dangerous, it points to disaster later in life. These cases 
were referred to their parents with their record, and the 
responsibility is theirs. 


Our records show that 123 of the approximate 500 in 
the high school have had their tonsils removed. I some- 
times wonder if in the past many tonsils have been sacri- 
ficed that should have been saved. A prominent throat 
surgeon has said that it is perfectly normal for a child 
six years old to have enlarged tonsils. If tonsils are 
diseased, they should be removed immediately, but if 
only enlarged, they should be retained. 


In general I have found the health conditions the best 
ever since the beginning of medical inspection in 1907; 
and the results obtained have been worth many times 
the cost. |

With the usual fine cooperaton from the townspeople 
and different organizations, the dental clinic, milk fund, 
tonsil operations, eye and ear treatments, and other 
things appertaining to the health of the children were 
again carried out in 1939, 


In May, June, and September.a very fine pre-school 
clinic was held by the school doctor at which time all 
but five of the pupils entering the first grade were given 
a very thorough medical examination, weighed, meas- 
ured, and the parents talked with about nutrition, right 
clothing, and defects if any were found. One hundred 
sixteen children were examined and 112 parents were 
present at this time, the other four children having 
written consents. This is a very splendid way of cor- 
recting defects when they are in the early stages, and 
parents are urged to bring the pupils to the pre-school 
clinics which will be held in. May and June, thereby 
having the summer months to remedy defects and have 
the child ready for school in September. Enough cannot 
be said about the wisdom of doing all we can to keep 
the children well and haying all defects corrected in 
early life.
